The reason 
is, or should be, obvious. 
Newsp ap er p eop le are concerned about the 
p osibility that Americans may be losing 
sig ht of the role of the p ress in this rep ublic. 
Because we think the p ress is as imp ortant 
as noodles, cats and safe driv ing on the 
hig hway , we hav e been try ing to make the 
p ublic newsp ap er-conscious with a sp ecial 
‘ week." 
We do not know whether we are succed- 
ing or not. All we can do is affirm what we 
know to be true about the reason a free 
p ress was g uaranteed to the p eop le of the 
United States in the Bill of Rig hts and hop e 
for the best. 
We know, because we live with the sig ­ 
nificance of the g uarantee, that many of 
our readers hav e no concep tion of the mean­ 
ing of a free p ress. It means that Cong ress 
can make no law abridg ing freedom of the 
p ress and that any law any where which at­ 
temp ts to do so is unconstitutional. 


It does not mean, as our critics some­ 
times would like to think, that they hav e a 
rig ht to edit the p ap er. 
We’ll continue to do that to the 'best of our 
ability , and if it isn’t g ood enoug h, the judg ­ 
ment of the market p lace will p rev ail. 
We aim, within our v ary ing limitations of 
sp ace, intellig ence, resources and imag ina­ 
tion, to make each day ’s newsp ap er be one 
day ’s history of mankind. The scop e and 
detail will v ary enormously from (me news­ 


p ap er to another—from the smallest to the 
larg est and from the worst to the best. 
Some day s, we hav e a satisfied feeling ; 
the result was satisfactory . Other day s, well, 
ev ery body knows the feeling of frustration 
that comes at the end of a day when ev ery ­ 
thing went wrong . 
Newsp ap ers, like the p eop le who move in 
and out of their p ag es as history unfolds, 
are not p erfect. If there were one thing 
about National Newsp ap er Week that needs 
chang ing it is too much p rating about how 
g ood newsp ap ers are. 
There are all kinds — g ood, medium and 
p oor. But isn’t this true of all enterp rises? 
Isn’t that what causes comp etition, as the 
best striv e to be better and the medium and 
p oor strug g le to up g rade themselv es? We’re 
alway s striv ing to be better. 
If y ou, for ex amp le, hav e a sug g estion how 
The Salem News can serv e its readers bet­ 
ter, just drop us a hint.

It is p ermissible to say at the outset of 
National Newsp ap er Week that the United 
States could not hav e been created and could 
not hav e surv iv ed without newsp ap ers p ro­ 
tected from p oliticians by the g uarantee of 
a free p ress. Itl is p ermissible to say this 
any time, and it should be said as often by 
newsp ap er readers as by newsp ap er workers. 
To the ex tent that it isn’t said often enoug h 
because it isn’t thoug ht of often enoug h, 
there is a need for National Newsp ap er 
Week.

Not only is the op eration more econom­ 
ical, it y ields cop p p er strip , for ex amp le, 
that has a hig her y ield p oint and g reater 
tensile streng th than electroly tically -p roduced 
atrip . 
For their achiev ement, Mr. Perrine and 
Mr. Smucker share the fifth annual award 
of the Pressed Metal Institute. They and 
their comp anies are to be cong ratulated for 
their achiev ement which should op en up 
new markets and new p roducts for the me­ 
tal-stamp ing industry . 
Salem is fortunate in hav ing industries 
such as the E. W. Bliss Co. and the Electric 
Furnace Co. and eng ineers as cap able as Mr. 
Perrine and Mr. Smucker.

any thing and the p rosecution was 
an outrag ious corrup tion of the p a- 
tnetic old ideal of decency and 
honor before the federal jurisp ru­ 
dence. It finally involved some 18 
or 20 mountebanks in black robes, 
hag g ling , bickering and chaffering 
like Armedian p eddlers in a reek­ 
ing bazaar.) 
Yet all this was g rav ely set forth 
by bench, bar, p ulp it and p ress as 
a ksson in the majesty of the law. 
Costello, himself, p ut down as a 
p rime minister of a shap el e s s 
realm called the underworld, was 
ex p ected to meditate up on this g ro­ 
tesque affront to ev en a g ang ­ 
ster’s concep t of honor and dig nity 
and ask God to help him be more 
like a federal judg e than a Har­ 
lem crap shooter. 


THE FACT THAT Costello had 
p ersonally made about 50 judg es in 
his time was not ex p ected to im­ 
p air his rev erential awe. Time was 
when Costello kep t a row of slot 
machines in his ap artment which 
p aid 20 quarters back for ev ery 
quarter drop p ed in the g ullet by 
his ev entide of social v isitors, ma­ 
ny of them New York judg es. They 
loaded up with quarters wh i 1 e 
swilling his g rog , and went away 
boug ht, ov er and over. 
If Truman accounted for this 
$200,000 in his tax returns and 
p aid tax on any p ortion that ac­ 
crued to him he would still be 
morally at fault because the intent 
of Cong ress was tainted with an 
inv itation to larceny . Althou g h 
Truman was in law entitled to the 
money , in honor and ethics any 
p art of it that was not sp ent for 
leg itimate ex p ense incidental to his 
duties obviously should hav e been 
returned. 
The absence of any declaration 
by Truman on this p oint consti­ 
tutes an imp lied inv itation to all 
Americans to do substantially like­ 
wise. 
It would not hav e been 
enoug h to p ay income tax in the 
rig ht bracket on the whole $200,000 
or any p ortion left over. The mon­ 
ey was labelled for ex p enses.

These are matters that simp ly 
do not p ermit quibbling by a Pres­ 
ident.

The Sup reme Court of the United 
States has just astonished many 
of the lawy ers of the nation by 
breaking three historic p recedents 
judicial 
p 
r o ­ 
cedure: 
1. The court 
has decided in 
» dvance a case 
not y et arug ed 
before 
it and 
which still is 
in p rocess of 
being contest­ 
ed in a lower 
court. 
2. The court David Lawrence 
now asserts that it made a cer­ 
tain statement in its 1954 decision 
about deseg reg ation but no such 
statement can be found by ex am­ 
ining 
the 
tex t of 
the 
orig inal 
decision. 
3. The court has, in effect, af­ 
fix ed the sig nature of three jus­ 
tices to an op inion rendered in 
1954 the arg ument of which these 
new 
justices 
nev er 
themselv es 
heard ar*d which had nev er been 
officially before them for decision. 
The op inion handed down on 
Monday say s that since the 1954 
op inion "three new justices hav e 
come to the court” and that they 
now "reaffirm " 
it. 
This is an 
ex traordinary announcement. 
What the Sup reme Court did this 
week was to decide in adv ance 
that, when a state leases p ublic 
school building s to p riv ate corp or­ 
ations for their op eration as p ri­ 
v ate schools, this is an ev asion. 
The hig h court claims it made 
a statement cov ering this 
v ery 
p oint in its orig inal 1954 decision. 
Here is what the court now say s: 
"Sp ecifically (this case) involves 
actions by the g ov ernor and Leg ­ 
islature 
of 
Arkansas 
up on the 
p remise that they are not bound 
by our holding in Brown vs Board 
of Education. That holding was 
that the 14th Amendment forbids 
states to use their g ov ernmental 
p owers to bar children on racial 
g rounds from 
attending schools 
where there is state p articip ation 
throug h any arrang ement, 
man­ 
ag ement, funds or p rop erty .” 


THERE IS NOTHING at all in 
the Brown vs. Board of Education 
case, decided May 17, 1954, about 
"any arrang ement, manag ement, 
funds or p rop erty .” This is an is­ 
sue being arg ued In 
the 
lower 
courts now and the case hasn’t 
reached the Sup reme Court of the 
United States as y et. 
Further on in the same op inion, 
the Sup reme Court makes a p ro­ 
nouncement on the same p oint 
as follows: 
“State 
sup p ort 
of 
seg reg ated 
schools throug h any arrang ement, 
manag ement, funds, or p rop erty 
cannot be squared with the (14th) 
Amendment’s command that no 
state shall deny to any p erson 
within its jurisdiction the equal 
p rotection of the laws. The rig ht 
of a student not to be seg reg ated

ling vs. Sharp e, which 
was 
a 
District of Columbia case involv­ 
ing p ublic schools, also decided on 
May 17, 1954, and there was no 
issue in that case of ev asion or 
subterfug e or of 
any 
substitute 
arrang ement. 


WHAT IS EVEN more amazing 
is that, where a citation of a p re­ 
vious case is g iv en to sup p ort the 
rew doctrine, there has actually 
been a circumv ention in that same 
case with the ap p rov al of the Su­ 
p reme Court itself. 
The 
court’s 
op inion this week say s: 
"Thus the p rohibitions of the 
14th Amendment ex tend to all 
action of the state deny ing equal 
p rotection of the laws; whatev er 
the ag ency of the state taking the 
action.” 
The court went on to declare 
that the constitutional 
rig hts 
of 
children not to be discriminated 
ag ainst cannot be "nullified" di­ 
rectly or indirectly "throug h ev a­ 
siv e 
schemes 
for 
seg reg ation 
whether attemp ted "ing eniously or 
ing enuously .’ ” 
But in sup p ort of this, the court 
cited its own decision in the Girard 
Colleg e case of 1957, wherein de­ 
seg reg ation was ordered bcause 
th City of Philadelp hia — a state 
ag ency —was the trustee under an 
old will p rov iding that only while 
male orp hans should be admitted. 
To g et around the decision, 
a 
city court in Philadelp hia 
after­ 
wards ap p ointed p riv ate trustees 
and the colleg e continues now on 
a seg reg ated basis. This was. of 
course, 
•a 
circumv ention 
and 
Pensy lv ania’s h i g h e s t 
court 
rig htly ap p rov ed it in 1958 . 


LAST JUNE the Sup reme Court 
of the United States refused 
to 
g rant a writ to p ermit any re­ 
view of this second case, so, for 
all p ractical p urp oses, the cir­ 
cumv ention 
now 
has 
been 
ap ­ 
p rov ed by the hig hest court in the 
land which on Monday of this week 
condemned as illeg al all subter­ 
fug es and ev asions in continuing 
any seg reg ation which had been 
p rev iously ordered discontinue. 
All this could mean that tax ex ­ 
emp tion g ranted by a state to any 
p riv ate school is a "state action,” 
&rd such institution could be held 
to hav e violated the constitutional 
rig hts of children by maintaining 
a seg reg ated school. 
What is more alarming is that, 
if the reasoning of the court is 
followed to its log ical conclusion, 
all 
relig ious 
schools 
may 
find 
tlvemselves in jep ardy , for they 
certainly do 
g et 
some 
sup p ort 
from the action of the states and 
the federal g ov ernment and it has 
already been held by the Sup reme 
Court that the teaching of relig ion 
in p ublic schools or in p ublie 
school building s is a violation of 
the First Amendment of the Con- 
sttution. 
Any thing can hap p en now, 
fo r 
the Sup reme Court has 
set 
up 
what Judg e Learned 
Hand 
has 
described as 
a "third leg islativ e 
chamber.”
